The Submarine Raids 


The appearance of German submarines off the Anteri 
can coast on Sunday night and the destruction wrought to 
Shipping by the pirate raiders is, for us, the most startling 
development of the war since the German offensive lunge 
in France was begun a week ago. 
Startling as the news of submarine activities in \meri 
can waters was when first announced, consideration aud 
reflection encouraged the belief that it was not likely that 
the Hurts would attempt to maintain anything more than 
spasmodic raids along the Atlantic coast and that for the 
purpose of terrorizing coast shipping, alarming the ci\ ii 
population and with the hope of sinking a troop transport. 
So far as the gain, from a military point of view is con­ 
cerned, tile loss of nearly a score of small ships in Sunday 
night’s raids, is inconsequential. 
It will result in arousing the anger and the resentment 
of the American people, in extra precautionary methods 
being taken and a general search of the coast for any pos­ 
sible submarine bases on this side and their eradication if 
any are discovered. 
The raids will go a long way toward bringing realiza­ 
tion of the war to the American people. 
W e are too far 
away from the home bases for any extensive submarine 
operations, but the raids will teach us to he on our guard. 
'File nation is at war with pirates and outlaws and we 
must be constantly alert. 
The submarine raids teach us that, and they will teach 
us caution, vigilance and the need for vigorous affirmative 
action. 
While the menace is not great, it is real and substan­ 
tial aud must be guarded against.
